Project Description: Snohomish County
Public Works proposes to improve
approximately 1.7 miles of the 43" Avenue SE
corridor between 180th Street SE and
SR524/Maltby Road. Improvements include:
intersection upgrades, two new roundabouts,
roadway widening, and construction of two new
road sections. The preliminary estimates for cut
and fill quantities are 45,500 cubic yards of cut
and 35,500 cubic yards of fill over 9 acres.
Drainage improvements would include storm-
water conveyance, flow control/detention, and
water quality treatment. Utility relocations are
needed in order to accommodate the proposed
improvements.

Project L ocation:

The project site is located in unincorporated
Snohomish County, southeast of the City of Mill
Creek. The project limits extend along 43" Avenue
SE between SR524 (Maltby Road) and Sunset Road
at 180™ Street SE. It is located in Sections 16 and 21,
Township 27N, Range 5E, W.M. of Snohomish
County.
